FCC NEWS 
Report No. DC-2582 ACTION IN DOCKET CASE April 4, 1994 
COMMISSION AMENDS RULES CONCERNING MESSAGE FORWARDING 
SYSTEMS IN THE AMATEUR SERVICE 
(PR DOCKET NO. 93-85) 

The FCC has relaxed the amateur service rules to enable contemporary message 
forwarding systems to operate at hundreds of characters per second while retaining 
safeguards to prevent misuse. 

A message forwarding system is a group of amateur stations participating in a 
voluntary, cooperative, interactive arrangement where communications from the 
control operator of an originating station are transmitted to one or more destination 
stations via forwarding stations, which may or may not be automatically controlled. 

Currently, the control operator of each station is held individually accountable for 
each message retransmitted, resulting in unnecessary content review and delays. The 
American Radio Relay League, Inc. (League) stated that the obligation of the control 
operator of the first forwarding station should be the establishment of the identity of 
the station originating the message. Only when this is not done should these control 
operators be held accountable for improper message content. Also, there are currently 
no central supervisory authority in an ad hoc amateur service digital network, making 
these unsupervised systems easy targets for misuse by uncooperative operators and 
non-licensees. Moreover, the Commission said that it could be difficult to establish 
after the fact that a particular VHF station originated a fleeting high speed digital 
transmission. For these reasons, the Commission said there must be on-going oversight 
of the system and the control operators of the first forwarding stations are in the best 
position to provide such oversight. 

Therefore, the Commission will hold accountable only the licensees of the station 
originating a message and the licensee of the first station forwarding a message in a 
high speed message forwarding system. The licensee of the first forwarding station 
must either authenticate the identity of the station from which it accepts communica- 
tions on behalf of the system, or accept accountability for the content of the message. 

The Commission also clarified that the station that receives a communication 
directly from the originating station and introduces it into the message forwarding 
system is the first forwarding station. 

The League and the Colorado Council of Amateur Radio Clubs suggested that the 
Commission substitute the word “simultaneously” for “instantaneously” in the 
redefinition of a repeater. The Commission concurred and adopted this modification. 

The Commission believes that these rule changes will enable contemporary high 
speed message forwarding systems to operate as their designers intended, while 
retaining the minimum safeguards necessary to prevent misuse.

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The Final Word on Lightning, This is the last of four installments. 


and Lightning Protection 


Gene Pressler, W3ZXV 


n a conclusion to our series on lightning 
baat we will continue our discussion 
on protecting the amateur station. 

The electrical supply to the radio room 
should be protected by means of a separate 
circuit breaker panel. The radio equipment 
itself should be protected by a good quality 
secondary power main lightning protector 
installed near the equipment. 

We discussed antenna feedline ground- 
ing in last month’s article, but we also need to 
protect antenna rotator lines, which can re- 
ceive enough strike energy to flash over to 
other equipment. There are low voltage- 
threshold devices available from companies 
like Polyphaser Corporation and from Alpha 
Delta Company. These protect each of the 


conductors, and their use is highly preferred 
over simply grounding control cable shields. 

Any path left for lightning to enter can 
put your equipment at risk. Halfway mea- 
sures taken to protect an amateur radio instal- 
lation may help, but they cannot provide 
adequate assurance against lightning dam- 
age. Good lightning protection requires that 
effective roadblocks be placed across any 
path where a lightning surge may enter. 
When lives, property and perhaps thousands 
of dollars worth of radio equipment are at 
risk, a little time and a few dollars could be 
well spent in reducing our risks. 

The accompanying illustrations mayhelp 
us visualize the elements of a good station 
lightning protection scheme. &

CHARLES G. “Charlie” WEIGAND, AA3EP 


harlie was born November 4th, 1943, 
( in Philadelphia. He attended ele- 

mentary school at St. Phillips in 
South Philly, and Bishop Neumann and 
Roxborough High Schools. Charlie enlist- 
ed in the Marines prior to his graduation in 
1962, and completed his high school educa- 
tion there. In the Marine Corps, he was in an 
anti-tank battalion, served during the Cu- 
ban Missile Crisis, and then was transferred 
to Okinawa in 1963. With the Marine Corps 
he saw much of the Orient, and many of its 
bars. In 1966 he was honorably discharged. 

In 1967 he married his wife, Eileen, 
and within a year they became parents to 
their first child, Jennifer. 15 months later, 
Charlie and Eileen were blessed with a 
second daughter, Stephanie. Originally from 
Manayunk, Charlie and his family moved 
to Olney in 1972, where they reside at this 
time.

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The FCC will now issue “Technician-Plus’” licenses 
by Robin, WA3T 


ntil recently, a “No-code” Techni- 

| | cian who passed the Morse code 

test, has not been issued a distinc- 

tive license; the CSCE showing Morse abil- 

ity (or a previous Novice license) has been 

the only proof of authorization to use the HF 
bands. 

The FCC has announced that they will 
now issue formal Technician Plus licenses 
to those who qualify. 

Any amateur who upgrades to Techni- 
cian Plus at a test session since March Ist 
1994 will automatically get a new license 
showing Technician Plus operator privileg- 
es. 

Anyone who has previously qualified 
for Technician Plus, whether via the Nov- 
ice license or the “No-code” Technician 
license, is entitled to apply for the issue of 
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a formal Technician Plus license. 

To do this, write to the FCC at 1270 
Fairfield Road, Gettysburg, PA 17325-7245, 
explaining that you have qualified, indicat- 
ing when you qualified, and enclosing a 
copy of the current Technician license and 
of copy of the CSCE proving that Morse test 
element 1A (or 1B or 1C) has been passed 
(or a copy of your previous Novice license). 

Surprisingly, the FCC’s notice did not 
mention using a Form 610 for this purpose, 
So it is up to the judgment of the individual 
amateur whether to do so. If you decide to 
accompany your letter with a Form 610, be 
sure to use one of the new ones introduced 
in February 1994. Previous revisions of the 
610 are no longer acceptable to the FCC. 
[610 forms are available at meetings and at 
station W3TKQ.-Ed]
